The sum 
mons notifies Mr. Prideaux thiit on 
the 21st day of March, before Judg 
Bardeen, at Wausau, a motion will Ix 
made to remove, him from office, th( 
motion being based upon a petitiot 
which is signed by Cy. C. Yawkcy. 
one of the best citizens of the county 
After the averment that petitionei 
is a tax payer and resident of OneicU 
county, and that Pricleaux was electee 
at thu last general election to tlu 
office of county superintendent, tha 
he duly qualified, and has held the 
position since, it charges him will 
both incompetency to perform the 
duties and wilful neglect of them 
and proceeds to turn the hose on bin 
in the following particulars:

But a year of operation of the new 


law has proved, even to its enemies, 
that it is a wise and statesman-like 
measure, and now the old element in 
the democratic party has once more 
gained the ascendency and the word 
has gone forth that there is to be no 
fight on principle, but a return to" the 
old methods. 


The only thing desired by the demo- 


crats now dominant in their party is 
power and plunder. They have no 
principles. What they want is the 
offices. They will not figbt in the open. 
They will not meet argument with ar- 
gument, or set up principle against 
principle. They dare not attack the 
American wage-earners' tariff as a 
whole. They will pick out a few of its 
provisions and try to cut them off and 
thus weaken the whole measure. In 
short, they have discarded the Cleve- 
land idea and have adopted the "peanut 
politics," of Hill, Gorman, Abbett and 
Tammany.— N. Y. Mail and Express.
